But God Will Redeem My Soul (Psalm 49:15) 

God interrupts our death! 

Proposition: Every one of us can hold verse 15 of Psalm 49 as our own 

personal relief by following the three instructions laid out for us in this 

text. 

I. Realize the Rule of the Grave (Vs. 15a; 6-13) 

A. Death can not be Bribed (Vs. 6-9) 

B. Death can not be Beat (Vs. 10-13) 

II. Receive the Redemption as a Gift (Vs. 15a) 

A. An Available Gift (Vs. 15a) "...God will..." 

B. An Acquitting Gift (Vs. 15a) "...redeem..." 

C. An Acquiring Gift (Vs. 15a) "...my soul..." 

III. Rely on the Reception of Grace. (Vs. 15b) 

A. A Paternal Reception (Vs. 15b) 

B. An Eternal Reception (Vs. 15b) 
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1) ...by the darkness of a cave or lost in the narrow passages of a 
cavern, yet are doomed to a similar yet more horrifying fate 
than they. The fate of eternal death and everlasting Hell. But 
just as we today can recount the story of these two lost 
explorers and rejoice in their miraculous rescue, so can each and 
every one of us be rescued from the clutches of the icy grip of 
death and the raging torment of Hell. You see, every one of us 
can hold verse 15 of Psalm 49 as our own personal relief by 
following the three instructions laid out for us in this text. 

2) 1 Peter 1:18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed 
• with corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your vain 

conversation received by tradition from your fathers; 

3) Ezekiel 18:4 Behold, all souls are mine; as the soul of the father, 
so also the soul of the son is mine: the soul that sinneth, it shall 
die. Romans 6:23 For the wages of sin is death; but the gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. Matthew 16:26 
For what is a man profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul? or what shall a man give in exchange for bis 
soul? 


A) 2 Samuel 14:14 For we must needs die, and are as water spilt 
on the ground, which cannot be gathered up again... 
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1) 1 Peter 1:18-19 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradition from your fathers; But 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot: 

2) 1 John 2:1-2 ...we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus-Christ 
the righteous: And he is the propitiation for our sins: and not for 
ours only, but also for the sins of the whole world. 

3) ...they in pride don't want anyone to pay their way for them. It's 
not until the others humbly resign to let one pay for all that the 
debt is cleared. You must receive that this blood payment on the 
cross was for your sins. Then and only then will you be acquitted 
of the debt. Never to be charged again. 
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1) ...are now received, welcomed, embraced by merits of Jesus 
Christ. We who were defiled in our standing, sinful in our 
actions and depraved in our nature are now received by a 
righteous and holy yet merciful and gracious God! 

2) John 1:12 But as many as received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to them that believe on his 
name: Romans 8:14 For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, 
they are the sons of God. 2 Corinthians 6:17-18 Wherefore 
come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you, And will 
be a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty. Galatians 3:26 For ye are all the 
children of God by faith in Christ Jesus. 1 John 3:1 Behold, what 
manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we 
should be called the sons of God: therefore the world knoweth 
us not, because it knew him not. 


3) 2 Corinthians 5:8 We are confident, I say, and willing rather to 
be absent from the body, and to be present with the Lord. 

4) John 14:2-3 In my Father's house are many mansions: if it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be also. 
We also have hope of resurrection. Our corruptible bodies shall 
be raised and as Job said it : Job 19:26 And though after my skin 
worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see God:
